ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  I HE  YEAR  1955. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  ihe  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I submit  the  above  report  prepared  on  the  direction  ol 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  17/55. 

For  the  year  1955,  with  an  increase  to  293  livebirths,  the  local 
birth  rate  (14.3)  approximates  to  that  for  England  and  Wales 
(15.0)  while  the  local  death  rate  of  9.8  (against  11.7  for  England 
and  Wales)  is  again  favourable,  having  regard  to  the  age  distribu- 
tion of  the  local  population.  Stillbirth  and  infant  mortality 
rates  both  correspond  closelv  with  the  national  figures. 

I would  again  remark  upon  the  continued  increase  in  the 
number  of  investigations  required  following  receipt  of  reports 
of  very  elderly  persons  living,  usuallv  alone,  in  an  unsatisfactory 
sanitary  environment.  Mental  infirmity,  a preference  for  solitude, 
and  the  lack  of  helpful  relatives  or  friends,  rather  than  povertv, 
are  the  factors  commonly  found.  Only  in  a minority  of  cases  is 
action  by  the  local  sanitary  authoritv  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  (1948)  found  to  be  indicated  ; in  many 
cases  alleviation  may  be  possible  but  often  there  is  no  complete 
solution.  Very  often  the  difficulty  is  that  the  aged  person  has 
lived  alone  for  too  many  years  already,  with  loss  of  power  to 
co-operate  with  the  rest  of  the  community. 

I would  acknowledge  having  received  during  the  year  every 
assistance  from  your  Council  and  its  chief  officers,  particularly 
from  Mr.  Holt,  your  Senior  Sanitarv  Inspector,  who  is  responsible 
for  the  attached  sanitary  report.

Measles  and  IT  'hooping  Cough  had  their  main  prevalence  in  the 
second  quarter  when  measles  was  actually  epidemic  in  infant 
schools. 

S carle t Fever  had  its  main  incidence  in  the  first  quarter  and  was 
confined  almost  wholly  to  infants,  with  uniformly  mild  severity 
and  infrequent  evidence  of  direct  case-to-case  spread. 

Infective  Hehalitis  was  mildly  explosive  in  its  occurrence  in  the 
early  Summer  in  a class  of  bovs  at  a Secondary  School.  With  a long 
incubation  of  4 weeks  cases  continued  to  the  fourth  quarter,  with 
considerable  evidence  of  indirect  carrier-spread. 
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One  case  of  Typhoid — Fever  was  diagnosed  within  three  days 
of  arrival  from  residence  in  a South  Coast  town,  where  a resident 
in  the  same  household  was  later  identified  as  a healthy  intestinal 
carrier  of  the  same  type  of  organism  (Vi  phage  type  A). 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  notifications  were  wholly  institutional. 

Food  Poisoning  notification  was  confined  to  one  case,  the  pre- 
sumptive vehicle  being  winkles  gathered  personally  by  the  victim 
in  the  Thames  Estuary.  Consignments  presented  to  the  friends 
had  been  destroyed  unconsumed  and  no  organism  could  therefore 
be  identified. 

Diphtheria  was  again  absent  from  the  district  during  the  year. 
Despite  continued  rarity  of  this  formerly  dreaded  disease  the  offer 
of  infant  protection  by  immunisation  continued  to  be  accepted 
by  a good  proportion  of  parents.  For  children  under  two  years 
combined  protection  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  is 
now  available  from  Welfare  Centres  and  Medical  Practitioners.

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report 
upon  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1955. 

The  first  compulsory  purchase  order,  since  the  war,  was  made 
by  the  Council,  during  1955,  in  respect  of  seventeen  houses  in 
Queen  Street  and  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  without  modifi- 
cation early  in  1956.  Fifteen  of  the  houses  were  included  in  the 
order  as  unfit  houses.  Five  individual  unfit  houses  were  also 
demolished  in  pursuance  of  demolition  orders.  The  Housing 
Repairs  and  Rents  Act  has  had  little  effect  on  the  problem  of 
housing  repairs,  but  applications  for  improvement  grants  con- 
tinue to  be  received,  mainly  from  owner / occupiers. 

Regarding  meat  inspection,  approximately  67.000  pigs  were 
slaughtered  at  the  Bacon  Factory  during  the  year.  This  number 
may  increase  considerably  when  the  work  of  enlarging  the 
slaughterhouse  is  completed  in  late  1956. 

I again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  staff  for  their  assistance,  and  to  all  the  Council’s 
officials  for  their  continued  co-operation.

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
i (n  Water. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  outlying  houses,  which 
have  satisfactory  private  water  supplies,  Hitchin  obtains 
water  from  a piped  supply  controlled  by  the  Council.  I 
am  indebted  to  Mr.  S.  Davey,  Water  Engineer,  for  the 
following  information : 

Water  is  obtained  from  three  wells,  Well  Head  and 
Temple  End,  situated  at  the  village  of  Charlton  within 
the  Urban  District,  and  O ugh  ton  Head  situated  on  the 
boundary  of  Pirton  just  outside  the  Urban  District.  At 
the  present  time  the  safe  yield  from  the  three  wells  gives  a 
margin  over  requirements  and  no  restrictions  are  neces- 
sary. Expansion  for  the  next  few  years  can  easily  be  coped 
with.  The  subsoil  of  the  district  is  mainly  chalk. 

T he  Council  supply  water  in  bulk  to  the  Hitchin 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  areas  of  Ickleford  and 
Cadwell  and  also  give  emergency  supplies  for  the  St. 
Ippolytts  and  Pirton  areas  when  required. 

T he  highest  standard  of  purity  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  Samples  of  the  raw  and  treated  water 
have  been  regularly  sent  to  the  Council’s  analvsts  in 
London.  Samples  of  the  water  as  delivered  to  the  consumer 
have  also  been  regularly  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, Luton.  In  all  cases  the  reports  have  been  satisfactory. 
The  total  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  vear  are  as 
follows : 

Rau ’ Water : 62  samples  for  bacteriological  and  8 

samples  for  chemical  examination. 

Treated  Water:  88  samples  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. 

The  water  from  Well  Head  and  Temple  End  wells  is 
chlorinated  at  the  Pumping  Station,  Queen  Street,  and 
after  a minimum  of  six  hours  contact  is  dechlorinated 
before  being  pumped  into  supply.  The  water  from 
Oughton  Head  well  is  chlorinated  and  after  a contact  time 
of  twenty  minutes  a residual  of  .15  p.p.m.  is  maintained. 

The  water  from  the  wells  being  hard  no  trouble  is 
experienced  due  to  pi  umbo-solvency. 


The  number  of  dwelling'  houses  supplied  with  water 
from  public  mains  direct  into  the  house  is  (>,226,  serving 
approximately  19,8.19  persons,  whilst  the  number  of 
dwelling  houses  supplied  with  water  from  public  mains  by 
means  of  stand-pipes  is  145,  serving  approximately  481 
persons.  In  the  case  of  40  houses  the  water  supply  is 
provided  in  an  outbuilding.  One  house  obtains  its  water 
supply  from  a well. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

The  only  extension  to  the  sewers  during  the  year  were 
on  the  new  Oakfield  housing  estate,  Times  Close,  and  the 
Wellingham  housing  estate.

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  exception  of  23  of  the  30  houses  comprising  the 
main  village  of  Charlton,  and  a few  outlying  premises,  the 
whole  of  the  district  is  provided  with  waterclosets,  which, 
excluding  a few  waterclosets  discharging  into  cesspools, 
are  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers.  The  23  houses 
mentioned  above  are  provided  with  pail  closets. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

It  was  again  possible  to  maintain  a regular  weekly 
collection  of  refuse.  Only  at  Bank  Holiday  periods  and 
in  times  of  severe  weather  was  it  necessary  to  break  the 
regularity  of  collection.  House  and  trade  refuse  were 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  Approximately  400  tons 
of  wastepaper  were  collected  and  sold  to  the  board  mills 
during  the  financial  year  1955-56  ; an  increase  of  105  tons 
on  the  previous  year.

( iv ) Shops  and  Offices. 

In  the  case  of  the  former  separate  sanitary  conveni- 
ences for  the  sexes  were  provided  in  6 shops,  and  the  exist- 
ing sanitary  accommodation  was  reconstructed  in  4 shops. 
1 1 shops  were  decorated. 

{ v ) Camping  Sites. 

At  December  31st,  1955,  there  were  4 sites  in  the  area 
where  moveable  dwellings  were  stationed  under  licence  of 
the  Council. 
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1.  I wo  sites  licensed  to  stand  48  and  19  mobile  trailer 
caravans  respectively,  provided  with  waterclosets,  main 
drainage,  bathrooms  and  laundries.  Water  and  elec- 
tricity are  laid  on  into  each  caravan. 

2.  One  site,  licensed  to  stand  10  mobile  trailer  caravans, 
provided  with  waterclosets,  main  drainage  and  water 
supply.

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  district,  (a)  a 
public  open-air  swimming  bath  maintained  bv  the 
Council,  comprising  a main  pool  and  a children’s  pool, 
and  ( b ) a private  open-air  swimming  bath  at  the  Girls' 
Grammar  School. 

10}  samples  of  water  in  the  two  pools  at  the  Council’s 
bath  were  taken,  52  being  submitted  to  a bacteriological 
examination  and  52  to  a residual  chlorine  test.  With  the 
exception  of  2 bacteriological  failures  all  the  samples  were 
reported  upon  as  satisfactory. 

The  Countv  Health  Department  took  samples  of  the 
water  in  the  Girls’  Grammar  School  bath  during  the  year.

( b ) Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Two  slaughterhouses  are  licensed  by  the  Council  to 
slaughter  animals  (a)  the  Herts.  8c  Beds.  Co-operative 
Bacon  Factory  where  extensive  slaughtering  of  pigs  is 
carried  out,  and  (6)  a slaughterhouse  where  a small 
number  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  are  slaughtered 
annually.  66,838  pigs  were  killed  and  inspected  at  the 
Bacon  Factory  during  the  year.  A system  of  detention 
is  in  operation  at  this  slaughterhouse.  Animals  showing 
any  disease  or  abnormalities  in  carcase  or  organs  are 
detained  and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  meat 
inspector  whilst  he  is  engaged  on  routine  meat 
inspection. 

This  system  of  detention  is  the  best  that  can  be 
adopted,  and  obviates  appointing  a full-time  meat 
inspector,  working  well  in  practice.  One  Sanitary 
Inspector  is  engaged  for  the  equivalent  of  five  afternoons 
per  week  on  meat  inspection  at  the  Bacon  Factory. 
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The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  number  of 
animals  killed,  inspected  and  found  to  be  diseased  or 
unsound  and  unfit  for  food.  The  diseased  or  unsound 
meat  is  voluntarily  surrendered  and  disposed  of  so  as 
not  to  be  used  for  human  consumption.
